Absenteeism in Congress is becoming 
a source of great evil. At one time a few 
days ago when an important measure was 
up for consideration, then* were fifty-five 
members absent without leave, and far 
more than a majority of these were Re­ 
publicans. Two of these were from W is- 
consin—Hazelton and Humphrey. 
The 
present doad-lock in the House on the 
South Carolina contested election case, is 
tho result of absenteeism. If all the Re­ 
publicans were in their seats who hare 
been reported absent without leave, the 
dead lock would be broken aud the 
election case quickly settled.

Plains the good people resorted to more 
gentle means, aud held a prayer meeting 
in the pool-room. 
The owner visibly 
wilted, but said that he was in debt for 
his fixtures aud could not close up. Now 
the persistent Christians have offered to 
buy him out, aud it looks as if he would 
have to yield. Meanwhile the sinner at 
Bayville has only hardened his heart, and 
keeps his bar open. 


A few days ago Congressman Williams 
wrote a long letter to the Catholic Citi. 
zen, of Milwaukee in regard to the pre­ 
sentation by him of Hie petition to apply 
the pnnciples of the anti-Chinese bill to 
Irish immigration. The presentation of 
the petition caused a sensation among 
the Irish people aud much indignation^ 
and the Catholic Citizen demanding an 
explanation from Mr. Williams, that gen­ 
tleman wrote the letter mentioned above, 
to which the Citizen responds as follows:

Two months from this Gilmore was 
summoned to Chicago to meet a former 
business partner, aud the hotel clerk 
handed him a letter conveying the pleas­ 
ant information : “ A thundering price 
for be m s!”

A year rolled away. Gilmore ordered 
a oaae of Mackinac trout from Detroit, 
They came C. O. D., $13.83; when 
opened he found every fish hail I avn re­ 
moved from the ice and sawdust, and a 
shingle met his eyes, marked with a 
blue lead-peneil : “ A thundering price 
for beans I ” Trouble arose between Gil­ 
more and tho Detroit fish house, and 
they went to law, Gilmore winning the 
suit, $25 damages, and all at a cost for 
attorney’s services of $80.00. 
Gilmore grew dejected. 
Life looked 
gloomy. 
Letters poured in on every' 
one of his family at regular intervals 
from all parts of the world, bearing the 
unpleasant information that it was “ a 
thundering price for lieans! ”

Coart H a le s . 
The Fond du Lac case came to rather 
a sudden termination yesterday after­ 
noon. The defendants failing to get in 
the testimony they desired, the court 
holding such matter as “inadmissible,” 
rested aud cause submitted without ar­ 
gument. As thero was uo questions of 
fact for a jury to decide, the court di­ 
rected the jury to find for the plaintiff 
aud against all the defendants except the 
defendant, John C. Pierron, in the sum 
of $39,517.14, which was done, aud the 
“sharply contested, long-drawn-out” trial 
was at an end. Tile jury were then dis­ 
charged for the term, that beiug the last 
jury cause for trial. The defendants 
moved for a new trial, which was de­

proceedings 
on judgment 
stayed CO days to allow an appeal. 
This morning the motion for a new 
trial in the case of the State against 
Charles Anderson, was argued, aud the 
motion was overruled. The defendant 
was arraigned and sentenced to the Rock 
county jail for the term of three months, 
where he can be found by his friends 
comfortably 
established, waited upon 
and generously provided for by our gen­ 
ial sheriff. 
Tho motion for a new trial in the case 
of Alary Spencer et. a1, against the city 
of Janesville, was overruled and denied; 
aud E. M. Hyzer, on the part of the city, 
obtained a stay of proceedings on judg­ 
ment to allow the city to take an appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 
This afternoon will probably be taken 
up with the case of the Janesville Cot­ 
ton Alauufacturing 
Company against 
Austin E. Burpee. This comes now be­ 
fore the court in form of a motion to 
confirm the report of the refere# before 
whom it was tried, and decided in favor 
of the plaintiff. VVm. Huger, Esq., ap­ 
pears for the plaintiff, and John Wi- 
uans, Esq., for the defendant. 
In the municipal court the case of the 
State vs. Samuel Davis, charged with an 
assault with intent to do great bodily 
harm, was called before a jury, but was 
adjourned until June 8th, on account of 
the principal witness failing to material­ 
ize.
